It was not Rostand, but his great prede- 
cessor, Victor Hugo, who first christened 
the little Duke of Reichstadt “L’Algion’’— 
the “Eaglet,” son of the “Eagle.” An 
“Eagiet’ only because he never reached 
Maturity, because he died at 21, with all his 
hopes disappointed, with all his ambitions 
unachieved. He is one of the saddest, most 
pathetic figures in history, this little lad, 
Drought up, as far as the crafty Metternich 
could accomplish it, with as little knowl- 
@dge of his father’s greatness as could be 
gafely vouchsafed him.

@iers, chasseurs, culrassiers and lancers of 
thé empire, and orders that the soldiers 
shall be painted white again, but a man 
whispers in the little duke’s ear: 

“IT will recolor them for your highness.” 
This man is Flambeau, one time grena- 
@ier of the guard and now a representative 
of the Countess of Camerata’s conspiracy 
to place the “Eaglet’’ on the throne of 
France He urges the boy on to action, he 
begs him to overcome his fears and shake 
off his lethargy and go back to France to 
claim his own. The Marshal Marmont-— 
thé very one who betrayed the great Na- 
poleon, by the way, but now repentant and 
loyal again, joins his prayers to those of 

¢Flambeau, and, working to the same end, 
the marshal of France and the old sergeant 
Deg the boy to arouse himself. Finally the 
lad agrees and promises to meet the con- 
pitators, appointing the historic field of 
‘Wagram as the trysting place. 

Rut Metternich smelis a rat, and, with 
cold, cruel art, endeavors to dissuade the 
mma from such hopes. Placing the boy be- 
fore a mirror, he mocks at his slight, 
Wasted frame and pale face and asks him 
how he, such a physical weakling, can as- 
piré to a throne. Yet the lad does not give

At the same time this drama 
marred the lives of its three princi- 
pals. 

One of them was no less,a per- 
sonage than Washington Irving, 
who gave to the world Rip Van 
Winkle. 

The second was Rebecca Gratz, a 
beautiful Jewess of Philadelphmp, 
famed as a poetess in her day. 


The third was Adolph Latz. 

The love of these two men for this 
beautiful woman clashed, though 
they had never met, and the result 
was disaster to the hopes of both 
and disappointment to the cele- 
brated beauty at whose feet both 
fame and wealth were unreservedly 
laid. 

Washington Irving died in 1859 
at the age of 76 years. 

Rebecca Gratz died many years 
ago at an advanced age. 

Adolph Latz died a few days ago, 
aged 87. 

Mr. Latz came to St.Louis nearly 
seventy years ago. At the age of 
18 years he engaged in business for 
himself, and it was during one of his 
early annual trips to the East that 
he formed the acquaintance of the 
young woman who was destined to 
become to him the one thing desir- 
able in this world. 

Long and persistently, through 
many years he wooed her, and in the 
beginning he had almost won her; 
but Fate, in the guise of Washing- 
ton Irving, stepped between them. 

Thereafter the current of their life 
was changed, and the happiness that 
might have been became a dream, 
an idealized fancy, a subject for twi- 
light musings and secret soul-con- 
ferences, never to be attained, never 
to be enjoyed. 

Many years ago Mr. Latz retired 
‘from business. During the last 23 
‘years of his life he was an honored 
and welcomed guest at the home of 
Max Judd, former United States 

minister to Austria, at 4439 Wash- 
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tened in her turban by an agraffe set with brililants, was another 
distinction of the beautiful Jewess, scoffed and sneered at by 
the proud dames who sat above her, but secretly envied .by those

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For 40 vears prior to his retire- 
ment Mr. Latz was one of the mast 
prominent commercial figures in St. 
Louis and the West. 


In his early manhood, in the hope 
of gratifving the one ruling passion 
of his life, he toiled unceasinglv, as 
a trader in furs and other rich pro‘l- 
ucts of the West, and hoarded his 
earnings with the expectation of 
lavishing them upon Rebecca Gratz.

Irving told Scott about Rebecca 
Gratz, and his recital of her charms 
of person, mind and heart so ime 
pressed the older man that he made 
her a vital part of the book which 
is regarded by many critics as hip 
Inasterpiece.

The Mound Belongs to the Estate of Thomas T. Ramey, 
Who Always Protected It With the Utmost Care and 


Whose Heirs Want $100,000 for It. 
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mear advent of the St. Louts 
Worldé’s Fair has created a demand 
for the Great Cahokia Mound, Amer- 
fica’s greatest temple of the ancients, which 
is five miles northeast of the St. Louis 
bridge. 

The United States Bureau of Ethnology 
has offered the owners $10,000 for the great 
mound, evidently for the purpose of making 
it the chief object of interest in connection 
with the ethnological exhibit at the Fair; 
the Vandalia Railroad officials have corre- 
sponded with the owners with a view to 
bullding a spur to the mound and carrying 
excursionists to it, and the Mississippi Val- 
ley Electric Railway ‘Co. is building out 
there from Fast St. Louis an electric car 
line, the ties of which are laid to the foot 
of the mound and the rails to a point a 
mile distant. 

From these things it may be readily un- 
derstood that the Great Cahokia Mound is 
to become one of the foremost objects of 
scientific interest. They prove a realization 
that there is a world-wide interest in the 
big mound and that many thousands of 
persons of scientific interest who visit St. 
Louis during the Fair year will inquire of 
this structure and desire to see it. 

The ethnological and anthropological ex- 
hibit at the Columbian Fair was the finest 
America has attempted. It covered the an- 
cients of the Americas, archeologically, 
from the Mongol-sprung Esquimaux of the 
far North to the strange fisher folk of the 
Terra del Fuego. The structures they 
reared, the implements of stone and metal 
and flint they fashioned, the pottery they 
made, their weapons, ornaments, cists and 
sepuichres Were shown as never before. 
Buffalo will exhibit this summer the earth- 
works of the mound builders restored. But 
Bt. Louls may surpass even these with Ca- 
hokia, for here, at the very threshold of 
the Louisiana Fair, is the great temple of 
ancient America and the pyramid of the 
Western Hemisphere, standing as its

builders left it, picturesque and wonderful, . 


a monument of mystery greater in volume 
than the great pyramid of Cheops and sur- 
passing in size the Aztec temple of Cholula. 

The Great Cahokia or Monk's Mound is 
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in Madison County, Tllfnofs. It {s nearer 
the west end of the Eads bridge than 
Shaw's Garden. It is barely within Madison 
County, for the St. Clair and Madison line 
of division runs within a stone’s throw of 
its southern edge. It is a parallelogram, by 
actual measurement 99 feet high, 998 feet at 
itis longest axis and 721 feet at its widest 
axis, It covers 16 acres, 2 rods and 3 
perches of ground. e

In an age when there were no beasts of 
burden in the Western Hemisphere, when 
the only implements for ground-working 
were blunt hoes of flint, and when the skins 
of animals or baskets of- bark offered the 
sole means for carrying burdens of dirt, © 
race of people of whom there remains no 
trace beyond the thousands of big and little 
mounds they built, piled up this huge hill 
of the black mould of the American bottom, 
flattened its top and terraced its south end 
and west.side and left it towering out of 
the river flat, there to remain for all time 
as the greatest remairing work of a people 
of whose days and deeds mere contempla- 
tion will always be a fascination to subse- 
quent possessors of their land. 

Nobody knows who built the Great Ca- 
hokia Mound. Nobody knows when it was 
built. Nobody knows why it was built. No- 
body positively knows how it was built. 
Archeologists have been visiting it for al- 
most a hundred vears. Each of these has a 
theory. The majority believe it to have been 
the great cathedral of religious structures 
in the Mississippi valley—the central tower 
from whose high summit undying fires of 
the ancients proclaimed to thefr gods and 
to the people who worshiped immutable re- 
ligious zeal. 

Others have always believed ft a place of 
defense from whose high summit its build- 
ers conducted the defense of an anctent 
Quebec. : 

David I. Bushnell, a St. Louls student of 
archeology, announced through the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch two years ago a theory that 
this was this great mound in a system of 
signal mounds he had traced from 8t. Louls 
to Niagara Falls. Mr. Bushnell believes 


of worship by the ancients and that they 
made it the Mecca of their pilgrimages and 


held councils there of which intelligence 
was flashed back into the Mississippi valley 
with fires on the summits of this contin- 


uous chain of mounds. 

For forty vears the mound has been in 
the possession of the family of Thomas 'T. 
Ramey. Mr. Ramey died a year ago. He 
had fairly worshiped the great mound. 
When first he secured possession of it he 
lived in a house on its summit, and the 
present family home, the seene of his death, 
is at the foot of the mound on the west 
side. Mr. Ramey always believed the 
mound to be the burial place of the rulers 
of the ancient people. He had always in- 
tended exploring its interior, contident that 
he would find there the tombs of the Pha- 
the American ancients and that 
what he should there discover would be 
the greatest archeological treasure in the 
world. His life did not bring a. realization 
of this desire to explore the mound as he 
had wished; 

its immensity necessarily presents a great 
obstacle to exploration. The Indians who 
lived in the vicinity when the first white 
people settled there had a tradition that the 
mound was the burial place of «ancient 
chiefs, and that a pine tree on the north 
side marked the entrance to their tombs. 
Years ago Mr. Ramey tunneled into the 
mound a distance of % feet from this pine 
tree, but he found nothing and was com- 
pelled to abandon the work because of the 
great expense it entailed. During all his life 
he protected the mound with the greatest 
care. He permitted no digging, even when 
the government offered to pay him for the 
privilege, and the mound stands today as he 
found it. Nothing could better illustrate his 
care for it than to tell of his watchful- 
ness that the blue grass should always 
cover it well, clothing it with its strong 
growth and preventing erosion by water. 

In the seed-sowing season Mr. Ramey al- 
ways examined the mound and sowed seed 
where the ground was bald. He filled the 
little ravines with brush to catch the wash- 
ing alluvial, and he kept stock from cut- 
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on {ts wide terraces, so that now, as the 
result of his care, the great mound is in- 
tact and beautiful, clothed in strong grasses 
and crowned on its summit, its terraces and 
Steep sides by great giant elms and clean- 


limbed sycamores, whose immensity, 
though overshadowed by the proportions 
of the great mound itself, lend an atmos- 


phere of dignity and immeasurable age. 
The mound is now the property of Mr. Ra- 
mev's widow and her daughters and sons. 
They value it at $190,000, 

As Cahokia Mound will 
visitors from many pacts of the world, so, 
too, was it wonderful to the first Cau- 
casions to see it. The Sieur de La Salle was 
the first of the new world’s adventurers to 
visit it. He found it. even then in disuse, 
with tribes of Indians living around its 
base and wholly ignorant of the people who 
built it. One hundred and twenty-five years 
ago a number of French colonists came up 
from the old town of Cahokia and located 
near the big mound. They called It Cahokia 
Mound, after the Indians. 

In those davs the Cahokia Creek did 
meet the Mississippl at its present mouth 
where is now the city of East St. Louis, 
but ran parallel with the piver a consider- 
able distance to the south and then emp- 
tied in several miles below the present 
mouth. The old town of Cahokia was near 
the old mouth of the creek, and 
quently below East Se Louis, a fact which 
has confounded many persons in the loca- 
tion of the Cahokia Mound. The Indians 
called it Cahokia because of its location on 
the banks of the Cahokia Creek, though 
several miles north of the famous old Ca- 
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~“hokia settlement. 


The first white man to possess the big 
mound was Nicholas Jarrot, a Frenchman 
prominent in the Cahokia settlement at the 
opening of the last century. In 184 the 
Monks of La Trappe first made their ap- 
pearance in America, coming from France. 
Quite a colony of them settled In Ken- 
tucky. Col. Jarrot offered them the Cahokia 
Mound if they would come up to Cahokia. 
The offer was accepted, and in 1807 quite a 
colony of them came. The old settlers of 


70 monks in the colony. They bullt a monas- 
tery upon the summit of the mound. They 
lived there in the strictest seclusion until 
81h. In the interim they had suffered se- 
verely with malaria, and quite a number of 
them died. 

It is a story of the old settlers that half 
these strange men succumbed to malarial 
fevers within those nine vears and that ail 
the dead were buried in one of the neigh- 
boring mounds of the Cahokia group. The 
survivors returned to Kentucky and to 
lrance. They had been even more subject 
to the severe malaria of the valley than the 
French who lived around the base of the 
mound,the malarial airs having risen above 
the heads of people in the lowlands and et- 
veloped the monks on the crest of the 
mound. 

The Monks of La Trappe were members 
of a branch of the order of Cistercian 
Monks. Soon after their arrival in the new 


world they established monasteries at Ca- 
et Mound, at Conemango, Pa.; Geth- 
semane, Ky., and Florissant, St. Louis 


County, Mo. They were severe in their pen- 
ances and discipline, and lived in perpetual 
silence. Gov. Reynolds said of them in one 
vf his reports of early days in Illinois: 

“I saw many of the order at their monas- 
cery in the American bottoms who refused 
to speak, but made signs and pointed |to 
places to obtain information. Many of thé¢m 
were strong, robust men, badly clothed, Hut 
fat and hearty.” 

The Trappists ate no meat. They raised 
wheat upon the summit of Cahokia and 
vegetables and fruit upon its wide terraces. 
They seemed to have had little or no ingr- 
course with the people who lived around re 
mound. The old French settlers have 
handed down two little tales which serve 
to throw light upon the relations existing 
between the monks and the colonists. 

One of these ts that during the residence 
ef the Trappists on its summit two St. 
Louis gentlemen and their wives went over 
_to the mound and climbed to its summit. 
The monks are said to have been ignorant 
of the presence of the visitors until they 
had been upon the mound for some time, 
and were then in great perturbation. 


woman had ever before been upon the 
mound during their residence in the monas- 
tery, and when these ladies had departed 
the monks covered their tracks on the sum- 
mit of the mound with hot coals, seeking in 
this wise to destroy the baneful influence 
of the visit. 

The other tale of the old settlers 1s that 


there was for a considerable time a very 
troublesome mudhole in the road at the 
south id of the mound. Many persons of 


i¢ighborhood met with mishaps to ve- 
es there, and it finally became a saying 
mg the French that vehicles so dis- 
the monks they prayed that every 
pasying cart lose a wheel In the mudhole. 


hen the monks left the mound in IS16 
,it reverted to the estate of Col. Nicholas 
Jarrot, and was soon after sold to Henry 


Hill. Hill remodeled the. old monastery of 
the monks and lived up there with his wife 
for many years. The monks had always 
gone down the north side to Cahokia Creek 
for their water. Hill improved upon this by 
digging a well upon the west terrace. He 
put big well down BO feet through the 
mound and then 3 feet below its natural 
base, and secured good water. The well is 
still there, though in disuse. In digging it 
Hill afforded scientists an opportunity to 
determine the artificiality of the big struc- 
ture beyond all doubt. 

The dirt fhrown from the well through 
the entire BO feet showed all absence of 
stratification. Subsequently another investi- 
gation has been made of the materials of 
which the mound is made. On top of the 
mound is a half-filled cellar. A section in 
this to the depth of 10 feet plainly revealed 
a deposit of various kinds of earth without 
stratification. The principal part of this de- 
posit was the black humus or mould so 
common in the bottom and forming the 
principal sell, very sticky when wet and 
forming into cubical blocks when dry. Here 
and there, as if promiscuously thrown with 
the black mould, is a bunch of sand or yel- 
low clay or marty loess, these bunches be- 
ing in ab wt the size a man could carry up- 
on his ba. k. 

Upon the “eath of Henry Hill.tn 180 the 
Great Cahokis Mound became the property 
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of Daniel D. ge, senior member of the 
old St. Louts banking firm of Page & Bak- 
er, and the man from whom Page avenue 
was named. In |1866 Thomas T. Ramey 
chased the farm of 24 acres upon whi i

life. He charged them before death to take 
care of it and hever to part with it unless

Mr. Ramey was quite a wealthy man, 
The soll around the mound tis exceptionally 
rich, and the family has had no need te 
sell the mound, unless disposed to do so. It 
has never been a source of any revenue, 
Visitors to it\are numerous, oftentimes 
whole school classes of them coming. They 
are permitted to elimb the mound and do 
anything but dig in it without any charge 
for the privilege. Some of the world’s fore- 
most experts of the sclence of old peoples 
have visited the Ramey home at the foot 
of the mound, some of them remaining for 
days. Thomas T. Ramey sald to the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch: . 

“No one who has not been on the mound 
with some of these people can understand 
with what absorbing Interest they regard 
it. They will elimb to its top and look off 
over the bottom land upon every side, with 
exclamations of wonder. Then they will 
walk over every foot of its terraces, and 
finally go off it and walk entirely around ft, 
studying it from every point of view pog- 
sible. Some of them even cifmb other 
mounda in the neighborhood and study thie 
one. They are impressed in a way which, I 
am satiefied from having watched so many 
of them, is tnapprectable by people whe 
are not experts In. .this science of ancient 
peoples.

A NATION 


How the Basest of Minerals Is Responsible 
forthe Trouble in Venezuela---Where 
It ls Found, How Gathered and 

Prepared for Commerce. 
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GENERAL VIEW OF THE FREIGHT. YARDS AT_GUANOCO. 


BPHALT, which might justly be 
A termed the basest of minerals, and 
which ts said to have been used in 
the tonstruction of Noah's ark and the 
Tower of Babel, is responsible for a contro- 
versy in Venezuela which may not only 
overthrow the present government, but 
might embroil that nation in a war with the 
United States. 


The controversy grows out of the claims 
of rival companies to the title to and right 
to take asphalt from Bermudez lake--a lake 
not of water but formed of a solid mass of 
the mineral. 


The history of the trouble ts this: 


About 20 years ago a man by the name of 
Hamilton gained the favor of President 
Guzman Blanco and was given by execu- 
tive decree the exclusive rights to all min- 
eral and other natural products in the state 
of Bermudez for 25 years. This decree was 
later ratified by an act of Congress. When 
Hamilton discovered the existence 
asphalt lake near Guanoco he sold his con | 
cession to the New York and Bermudez 
company. 

Operations on this lake were carried on | 
‘by the company unmolested until 1997, when | 
the first signs of the trouble appeared by 
certain Venezuelans filing claims for parts 
of the property. Thereupon the company 
bought in fee simple all the land surround- 
ing the lake. On Jan. 4 of the next year 
the government annulled the Hamilton 
concession, but recognized the rights of the 
company as proprietors of the lake. When 
the affair was brought to the high court 
the case was decided against the govern- 
ment, and the Hamilton concession declared 
valid. Thus the company had legal rights 
to the lake both by the concession and by 
their proprietorship. 

After Castro had made himself dictator, 
his minister of progress conceded to Guerra 
Marcano, a Venezuelan, a definite title to a 
large slice of the lake known as the Felici- 
dad. mine, and also to another part of the 
lake known as the Venezuelan mine. These 
two mines comprise about five-sixths of 
the entire § lake. Mr. Sullivan of the 
Warner, Quinlan and Sullivan’ Co. pur- 
chased the Felicidad mine for $40,000 with- 
Out a guarantee of title from Marcano.,

The as given to 
Marcano in total disregard of both the New 
York and Bermudez company’s rights 
proprietors and the decision of the High 
Court in ‘Ss In its effort to enforce its 
prior right the. older companies’ have 
dragged the United States government into 
the trouble, although it may not*take any 
steps more than to protect property in case 
of a revolution, which is now virtually in 
existence, through the efforts of each com 
pany to enforce its claims. 

But what is this asphalt for which rival 
companies are striving and which threatens 
to cause a revolution’? According to sctent- 
fates asphalt or native bitumen is belleved to 
be produced by the decomposition of organ- 
fe,and probably, vegctable matter under the 
earih'a surface, in places where water Is 
present, but air ts almost entirely excluded 
These organic remains being deposited in 
the peds of seas, rivers and lakes have been 
gradually enclosed in or clay, and 
hase then undergone a process of decom- 
position by which asphalt and other sub- 
stances of a similar nature are formed. 
When pure, asphalt ts a black or brownish- 
black #olid. It fuses at 100 degrees and de- 
solves in five times its weight of naphtha. 

Asphalt was formerly found in considera- 
ble quantities, in a very pure on the 
shores of the Dead Sea—Locus Asphaltites— 
whence it derives its name, 

Asphalt may be divided Into two kinds— 
Hquid and solid. It is the latter kind which 
ie eapecially valuable as a commerctal com- 
modity—and this is again divided into two 
classes, gum asphaltum, or gilsonite, and

large guantities in the Indian Territory,

when filled with water, are almost invisible. 
The edges of the lake are almost always 
hard and cold, but the bitumen gradually 
becomes warm and soft as the center is 
reached, where it is at last found to be 
hot and soft. 

One geologist, Sir Charles Lyell, thinks 
that the lake was formed from woody and 
vegetable matter carried by the River Oro- 
noco into the surrounding seas, where by 
the influence of currents it accumulated in 
particular spots. 

The Bermudez lake is about 100 miles dis- 
tant from the island of Trinidad and 18 
miles from the mouth of the San Juan 
River, which empties into the Gulf of 
paria. A narrow-gauge railroad runs from 
the shipping point, Guanoco, on the river, 
to the lake, six miles distant. This lake 
covers over 1000 acres and is of unknown 
depth. Vegetation is found growing at ir- 
regular intervals on the surface of this lake. 
but it attains no — and a uniform

deposit of asphalt fs found 
The Bermudez asphalt, as dug from the 
lake, is solid bitumen of great purity. 
Asphalt is also found in California and 
New Jersey, in the United States; in the 
department of Ain, France, where are loca- 
ted the famous Seyssel-Pyremont mines; 
in Switzerland, where are the Val-de- 
Trovers mines; in Rogusa, in the Island of 
Sicily, and in several parts of Germany. 


The Swiss mines have an annual output 
of about 10,000 tons. From the Trinidad 
lake and the Bermudez lake are taken an- 
nually about 100,000 tons each. The export 
duty paid to Venezuela is 40 cents a ton. 

The method of taking out the asphalt 
varies with the location and the weather. 
In the mines where the bitumen is not af- 
fected by the heat, it is blasted like any 
other rock, but in the Trinidad and Bermu- 
dez lakes, for the greater portion of the 
year, it ils dug out with the pick and shovel, 
and during hot weather it can only be ex- 
tracted for a few hours’ in the morning. 
During the voyage from any of these places 
to the United States, the material unites 
into a solid mass, and must be removed from 
the hold of the ship by the use of pick and 
shovel. The California asphalt is easiest 
to handle, as it is the hardest. 

The preparation of asphalt consists 


of 


underneath, 


breaking it up, reducing it to powder and 
passing it through sieves. The material is 
crushed to powder by passing it through a 
species of crushing mill, constructed of two 
large metal rollers with steel teeth. The 
cost of breaking and crushing varies in 
winter and summer in the proportion of 3 
to 5. When the powdered asphait leaves 
the crushing mill it falls into eylindrical 
sieves, which revolve 25 times a minute. 
The powder is then collected and taken im- 
mediately to the boilers in which it is con- 
verted into mastic. This process is accom- 
plished by mixing the asphalt with pure 
bitumen. Ordinarily about 300 pounds of pure 
bitumen fs thrown into the boiler. When 
it has been melted to ‘the proper consisten- 
cy, the boler, which is fitted with suitable 
agitating gear, is set in motion, and the 
powdered asphalt added little by little. This 
is continued until the mixture becomes 
thick and pasty, when it is ladled out into 
molds and allowed to cool, thus forming 
blocks. The 300 pounds of bitumen will mix 
up about two tons of the asphalt. 


This mastic asphalt is the material com- 
monly seen in use in the construction of 
Streets or for cement and roofing. When 
used for roofing it is mixed with mineral 
pitch. When used for paving it is mixed 
with clean ‘gravel or sea grit.

The discovery and application of asphalt 
to industrial purposes dates from the re- 
motest ages. Many Egyptian. buildings 
bear traces of its use as a cement. D’Ey- 
the discoverer of the Val-de-Travers 
mine. affirmed that Noah's ark was coated 
with it, and that the Tower of Babel was 
probably cemented with it, basing these as- 
sertions upon the proximity the mine of 
Siddim. After its use by the Egyptians it 
lost ht of, and does not appear to 
ha been employed at all during the Ro- 
man era. In fact it did not reappear until 
the discovery of the Val-de-Travers mine, 
in 1710, by D’Eyrinis, a Greek. 

This mine was for nearly 
tury the only Known source 
phalt. The first asphalt streets 
were constructed in Paris in 1838, 
about which time the Seyssel, on the Rhone, 
entered into competition with it. Both were 
worked for a long time, and made money for 
their owners, until they fell into the hands 
of speculators, who formed a gigantic com- 
bination which in a few months raised the 
price of shares from 500 francs to 13,000. A 
few months later the same shares sold for 
25 francs.

enger. He is a strict vegetarian, subsisting 
upon grasses and roots. He does not even 
eat the spawn of other fishes, as the black 
bass does. 

The carp is not driving fine fishes out of 
the river. It Hives in harmony with all! 
other fishes. The only fish which seems 
to dislike the carp is the buffalo, and this 
is because the carp is too lively and too 
much of a hustler for the sluggish old 
buffalo. ~ 

Since the buffalo became scarce we have 
often substituted carp when receiving 
orders for buffalo. There was an outcry 
against this at first, but the Illinois 
river carp has now become s0 popular as 
a cheap food in the big cities that it fs in 
demand at prices averaging more than the 
price commanded by the buffalo. 


THE FISH COMMISSIONS. 


HE game and commercial fishes of the 
7 states of Missouri and Illinois are 

claiming a share of attention in the 
legislatures of these two states at the 
present sessions, 

The Missouri! Fish Commission and many 
hundreds of sportsmen are urging their 
State Legislature to make a larger appro- 
priation for the propagation of fishes than 


jhas been made at the last few sessions. 
i The lllinois Fish Commission, with the sup- 
| port of sportsmen and commercial fisher- 


men of the state, is asking the Illinois 
Legislature for an appropriation which will 
enable the commission to continue its work 
upon a larger scale than heretofore, the 
construction of a good steamboat especially 


designed for the distribution of fishes being’ 


one of the things desired. 

As it is the principal outdoor sport, 
too, is fishing one of the foremost indus- 
tries of this part of the Mississippi Valley. 
The rivers and lakes of Missouri and Illi- 
nois have not been fished out. In some 
of them, to be sure, fishes are not numer- 
ous as they were years ago, but in other 
waterways there are, perhaps, more fishes 
today then there were before the angler's 
reel ever made music in these mid-valley 
woods. The fecundity of the fish is enor- 
mous. If it were not there would be very 
few fishes around St. Louis today, for the 
angling fraternity of the city is an army 
never quitting the field and never tiring 
of the cold lunch. These Saturday nighis 
and Sunday mornings of the spring will 
find hundreds of men with rods and reels

‘boarding every outgoing train at the St. 


Louis Union Station. They go to the 
streams and sloughs, the lakes and the 
ponds and the rivers of Missouri! and Iili- 
nois. Some of them penetrate into Ar- 
kansas, and all of them catch fishes. 

It must needs be, when the catches of the 
angler are combined with those of the com- 
mercial fisherman who fishes for market, 
that the fishes of Missouri and Illinois are 
prolific. The practical angler would be like- 
ly to say that if the fishes are to hold their 
own there must be a fish born every hun- 
dredth part of a second. 

There is a constant market demand for all 
kinds of fishes. Your epicurean wants 
game fish, the succulent meat of the gamey 
black bass, the pretty strawberry bass, the 
croppie or the white or yellow bass, or per- 
haps the jack salmon. But the masses are 
content with coarser fishes than these. They 
buy the carp and buffalo, the catfish and 
bull pouch, the perches and shovel fish and 
sturgeon and dogfish, none of them game 
fishes, but eaten in great quantities every 
day by thousands of people in the big cities.

Two years ago the legislature gave us but 
$6000 for our two years’ work. It may be 
readily seen that the commission cannot ac- 
complish a great deal with such meager 
means. 

The fishes of Missouri are so prolific Wwe 
could, with a very small expenditure of 
money, put thousands of them all over the 
state. Thore is no reason why there should 
be few fishes in any of the waters of the 
state. A single fish will deposit in spawn- 
ing time from ten to twenty thousand eggs, 
and three-fourths of these will hatch. With 
any protection at all fully half of these 
fishes will mature. 

The commission has a hatchery at Forest 
Park. We handle black bass and cropple 
there. These are the two principal game 
fishes of Miseourl, as they are of all the 
States around us.| We raise these fishes In 
the ponds in Forest Park, separating the 
weak from the strong when the larger 
fishes become strong enough to fatten upon 
the weaker, and distributing the supply 
through many parts of Missouri. We place 
great quantities of little bass and cropple 
in the Gasconade and other streams in the 
state, where the fishes thrive ard afford 
the angler good sport, 

The bass Is our finest game fish. It is the 
gsamest fighter and the best eating. It oc- 
cupies first place in the affections of ang- 
lers all through, the Mississippi Valley. 
Missouri is a great state for bass. They are 
in every big and! little water in the state. 
When they are young they should be se pa- 
rated, taking the stronger away from the 
weaker fishes. f we do not do this the 
strong bass will gobble up the weak. Like 
children, not all|of them have the same 
Strength at the $ame age. Some of them 
grow very rapidly and far outstrip fishes 
of the same spawn. It seems the most nat- 
ural thing in the world for these strong 
fishes to prey upon their less fortunate fel- 
lows. When the little bass reach the age 
where they begin to prey upon each other 
we seine them out of the ponds at Forest 
Park and separate them, putting the big 
fellows in one pond and the weaklings in 
another. In this way we preserve thousands 
of little fishes until they reach an age and 
strength which enables them to look out 
for themselves. 

The Forest Park hatcheries raised 200,000 
bass and croppie last year. The two varie-e 
ties were about equally divided in numbers, 
They were distributed through many waters 
in Missouri. 

The necessity for maintaining these fish 
hatcheries in Missouri becomes very evi- 
dent when one looks into the demand for 
fishes and the war of destruction constant- 
ly waged against them. St. Louis is full of 
fishermen. During the fishing season there 
is not a day in the week when there are not 
not hundreds of St. Louis anglers out on 
the streams, thé sloughs and the lakes of. 
Missouri fishing for croppie and bass. On 
Sundays this force of anglers amounts to 
thous*nds. The most of them catch somé- 
thing. They are experienced fishermén. I 
suppose there are not leas than five or ten 
thousand men in 8t. Louls who have but one 
mode of recreation and rest from their work 
and their business. This is fishing. ft 
would be a pity for the fishes of Missouri 
to become so scarce these people could no 
longer make catches. They are satisiied 
with what we call fair sport. They do not 
care to bring home more than a idce mess 
of fine game fishes. 

Missouri is naturally a fish state. Fhe 
has streams and lakes of fine water. She 
has been a great fishing state always and 
will continue to be if the state legislature 
encourages the propagation of fishes to the 
extent of making regular appropriations 
that will enable the fish commissioners te 
accomplish something worth while. Imag- 
ine the destruction of the black bass in « 
river like the Gasconade when the fish 
commission is liberating in the stream every 
year something like a hundred thousand 
cropple and bass! Not all the anglers of St, 
Louls could catch these fishes out of the 
Stream. They could catch a great f.any 
of them, but with this constant supply from 
the state hatcheries the tishes could easily 
hold their own. : 

Aside from the bass and croppie the Mis- 
sourl Fish Commission attempts to prep- 
agate but one other fish in any consid- 
erable numbers. This is the jack salmon, 
one of the finest fish found in the central 
Mississippi Valley| waters. The hatcher- 
ies at St. Joseph supply jack salmon for 
every portion of the state. I think some- 
thing like 2,500,000 of these fishes were dis- 
tributed through the state year before last. 
The jack salmon is a fine fish. He affords 
good sport for thie angler, and is a fine 
table fish. The commissioners have done 
everything possible to make this fish plenti-. 
ful in the waters of the Missourt, and they 
have succeeded In a measure justifying a 
continuation of their work. If every water 
in Missourt could be stocked once a year 
with bass and crppple and jack salmon 
Missour! would have no lack of game

They will enjoy the right of ap- 
plying for divorce in any court of proper 
jurisdiction. After the territory shall have 
been admitted to statehood they will have 
the right to go to the polls and vote for 
candidates who aspire to become the Great 
Chief at Washington. 

But these coming citizens are as far re- 
moved from the ‘“‘bad Injun”’ of the past 
as this century is from the Middle Ages. 

The Indians to be enfranchised are known 
as the Five Civilized Tribes, and their tri- 
bal governments are designated as the Five 
Nations. They are, in the order of their 
population, the Cherokees, the Choctaws, 
the Creeks, the Chickasaws and the Semi- 
noles. 

These five nations occupy all the land 
now comprising the Indian Territory, ex- 
cept the Quapaw reservation in the north- 
east corner, six miles square, and a few 
very small reservations for remnants of 
tribes adjoining. 

No census reports for 1900 as to the popu- 
lation of the tribes are available, but from 
the census of 1890 the figures may be es- 
timated as follows: 

Cherokees, 25,000; area of nation, 
square miles; capital, Tahlequah. 

Choctaws, 16,000; area, 10,450 square miles; 
capital, Tuskahoma. 

Creeks, 9000; area, 4750 square miles; capi- 
tal, Okmulgee. 

Chickasaws, 5000; area, 
capital, Tishomingo. 

Seminoles, 3000; area, 
capital, Wewoka. 

Total number of Indians, 58,000. 


Each nation has a tribal government sim- 
flar to that of the United States, with its 
Legislature, variously named, its governor 
or principal chief, its supreme and infe- 
rior courts and its constabulary. 


Each tribal Legislature consists of an 
upper and a lower house. They meet at 
stated periods, pass laws, wrestle with 
lobbyists, resist or succumb to the tempta- 
tions of bribers and in other ways pattern 
after the fully civilized white lawmakér. 


This familiarity with legislative, judicial 
and executive functions no doubt will be of 
material aid to the Indians when they shall 
have been converted into oitizens, and if, 
perchance, a red man shall ever become 
President of the United States—being a na- 
tive born citizen and therefore ecligible—he 
will have the advantage of this experience. 


The Five Civilized Tribes are so called 
not because, when the name was applied, 
they had reached a degree of civilization 
approaching that of the Anglo-Saxon, but 
because for a century or more they have 
abandoned the wild, roving life of the ordl- 
nary Indian and have shown a disposition 
to settle down and live in houses instead 
of the aboriginal tepee. 


In fact, the people of these 
far from being nomadic, have clung to 
their homes in the Southwest, might fur- 
at times the United States army has found 
it impossible, without long and tedious 
fighting, to displace them. The patriotism 
of the Five Tribes, when they fought for 
their homes in the southeast, might fur- 
nish a lesson to self-vaunted patriots of 
today whose blood is all paleface. 


The Five Tribes all came from the south- 
ern states, east of the Mississippi river. 
Their native lands were taken from them 
by the encroaching whites, with whom they 
warred constantly. “Poor Lo's” lot was to 
journey toward the setting sun, and the 
prod of Uncle Sam's army at times was 
necessary to induce him to journey. 

It is generally conceded that the Chero- 
kees are the most highly civilized of the 
five tribes. They came from Florida. 
Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi and Tennes- 
gee. Before they were transported to the 
Indian Territory there were two great di- 
visions of this tribe—the Ottare or Otari. 
who lived in the mountains, and the Airate 
or Erati, who dwelt in the lowlands. 
There were also seven subdivisions or clans, 
each of which prohibited intermarriage be- 
tween its own members. 

The Cherokees adhered to the Engl'sh in 
colonial times, formally recognizing the 
King as early as 1730. During the revolu- 
tion they were royalists, many of them 
Dearing arms against the patriots. Dur- 
ing the war of 1812, however, they supported 
the United States. 

Very early in the nineteenth century 
‘many ot kes had abandoned the 
(hunting grounds and lived by agriculture. 
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In July, 1817, the government forced them 
to exchange their lands for wild lands west 
of the Mississippi, after much trouble and 
bloodshed. Georgia passed laws whereby 
the Cherokees resident in that state were 
practically outlawed, deprived of citizen- 
ship and prohibited from being witnesses. 
They appealed to the United States Su- 
preme Court, which refused them the right 
to bring an action. 

In. 1835 the government made a treaty 
with a small portion of the Cherokee tribe 
to remove all west of the Mississippi, and 
in 1838 sent an armed force to compel their 
emigration. At that time they numbered 
about 27,000. 

In 1821 John Guess, or Sequolyah, a Chero- 
kee, invented an alphabet, and since 1840 
books and newspapers have been publisned 
in the Cherokee language 

A majority of the Cherokees were adher- 
ents of the Union cause during the Civil 
war. They held negro slaves until the 
emancipation. 

In the Cherokee Nation live a number of 
Delaware Indians who have reached a high 
degree of civilization. 


The Chickasaws originally lived itn the 
northeast part of Mississippi, where they 
were visited by De Soto in 1540. They were 
hostile to the French and frequently warred 
against them, but with the English they 
were generally friendly. They made a 
treaty in 1786 with the United States, and 
in 1793 aided the whites in the war against 
the Creeks. 

Marly in the nineteenth century many of 
the Chickasaws emigrated to Arkansas. 
About 1833 the remainder surrendered to the 
Federal government the 6,642,000 acres of 
land they held and treated with the Choc- 
taws for incorporation into that tribe. This 
union was dissolved a little later. Most of 
the Creeks were Confederates, though some 
made good Union soldiers. Among the lat- 
ter was Crazy Snake, or Chitto Harjo, now 
in jail at Muskogee on a charge of inciting 
the insignificant ‘‘uprising”’ of last January. 

In 1867 the Creeks surrendered 7,000,000 
acres at 4% cents an acre, to go to their 
former slaves unless the slaves were adopt- 
ed into the tribe within two years. The ne- 
groes were adopted six years later. and by 
intermarriage have become essentially In- 
dian. The Creeks have a written constitu- 
tion. 

From western Alabama and southern Mis- 
sissippi the Choctaw tribe trekked to the 
Indian Territory at the behest of the Great 
White Father. They were good Indians, 
doing valiant service for the United States 
in the war of 1812, and also in the Creek 
war. The state of Georgia made them cit!- 
zens, but they were all gone from the state 
soon after 1830. 


The Choctaws have a written constitution, 
prefaced by a bill of rights, which is pat- 
terned upon the constitution of the United 
States. They have books and newspapers. 

Originally the Seminoles were a vagrant 
branch of the Creeks. The name signifies 
wild or reckless. In 1705 they helped drive 
the Appalaches from Florida, the home of 
the Seminole. With Creeks and negroes 
in 1817 the Seminoles ravaged white set- 
tlements in Georgia. 

Gen. Andrew Jackson 
troops sent against them. 

According to a treaty made in 1832 the 
Seminoles were to move west of the Mis- 
Sissippi, but the tribe repudiated the treaty 
and waged a flerce war against the govern- 
ment. They were led by Osceola. This 
war lasted eight years, from 1836 to 1542. 
It cost the United States $10,000,000 and jo 
lives of soldiers. The Seminoles, a band of 
only about 1000, lost 540 braves. They were 
finally conquered sent to the Indian 
Territory. 

The privileges of citizenship have 
enjoyed from the beginning by all 
men of good behavior, and by all black men 
of the Classification since 1863. Only 
two of men have been excluded 
the red and the yellow. When Indian 
Territory red men shall have been enfran- 
chised only the melancholy Chinaman will 
remain without the fold. He ts one of the 
latest settlers, but the Indian was the orig- 
inal freeholder. 

The enfranchisement of the Indians men- 
tioned will not be so startling as it may 
appear at first thought. Though they are 
called Indians, there is little of the aubor- 
izginal red man left in them. To be sure, a 
small percentage of them are fullbloods, 
but in the main these territorial residents 
are practically white. There is nothing in 
the appearance of many of them to Iindi- 
cate that they are other than Caucasian.

The Indians dress hs well as the whites 
their -neighborhood, and as a rule are 
well educated. The Cherokee Nation 
has excellent public schools, with several 
colleges. The Choctaws and Chickasaws 
have average school facilities. The 
Creek Nation has 34 public schools, but the 
system is inferior to that of the Cherokees, 
Choctaws and the Chickasaws. The 
Seminoles, the least populous nation, have 
a few country schools. 

The Creek Indians have intermarried more 
generally with the negroes than have the 
other tribes. There is in this nation a 
distinctive half-breed which possesses no 
Caucasian blood, being Creek and negro. 
Many of the former slaves of the Creks 
have been absorbed In this way into the 
tribe. It is interesting to note that the 
Indian blood seems to be of inferior stay- 
ing the negro blood in a half-

Judge Treat has counted as his elose 
friends some of the best-known Americans. 
Among these was William M. Evarts of 
New York, whose death occurred but a few 
days ago. 

William Morgan and Elenious Smith, both 
of St. Louis, who were closer to Judge 
Treat than. almost any others of his 
friends, spoke of him to the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch in the highest terms. His unbend- 
ing dignity was impenetrable, save to a very 
limited circle of those who were his close 
friends, and even these found him the strict 
judge in his court. He loved now and then 
to lay the burden of toil aside and talk for 
hours at a time. He possessed an unusually 
retentive Memory, Was a great reader of 
wide and varied interests, 

Judge Treat lives at the Beers Hotel with 
his wife, who is but a few years his junior. 
They have a married daughter in New 
York. The busy world, with which he 
worked so long, sees nothing of him now. 
Hie drives on bright days in the West Ena, 
but has long ago ceased to visit the swarm- 
ing heart of the city, where, shoulder to 
shoulder with the mass of men, that in- 
definable something which elevates men 
above thousands of their fellows made him 
name and fame. 

Upon the occasion of Judge Treat’s re- 
tirement from the United States District 
Court Gen. John W. Noble related these in- 
cidents of the jurist’s career: 

“The period that tried these claims of 
justice from 1857. to this hour have been 
most momentous and memorable. It was 
my fortune to come into these courts just 
after the war, while yet the waves ran 
high. I had served in the field for the pres- 
ervation of the constitution, and deemed a 
soldier had pecullar rights for meritorious 
action. But I was soon to learn that in the 
courts, upon the bench in the firm adminis- 
tration of the law there were duties de- 
manding no less courage and fidelity to the 
flag than on the field. 

‘‘Those early days! They are forgotten al- 
most now. But there came men to these 
courts then to be tried for gross frauds up- 
on the revenue, in 1867 and 1868, who were 
ultimately convicted and punished, but who 
were at first huzzahed at the railway sta- 
tions as if the United States could yet be 
defeated; or who came upon boats ‘with

From the very beginning of the Spanish- 
American war young Kemper was anxious 
to become a soldier, and after he entered 
the army was eager for a battle. 

His parents objected to his enlistment and 
kept him from it until he went West. There 
his desires were gratified. He went to 
Phenix, Ariz., and enlisted as a volunteer 
in Company B, First Territorial Regiment, 
and was mustered in July 7, 1898. He was 
a musician of the “Big Four Bugle Corps,” 
at the age of 22. He served seven months 
and at the close of that war was mustered 
out and given an honorable discharge at 
Albany, Ga., Jan. 25, 1899. 

He returned home and spent two weeks. 
Going back to Arizona he re-enlisted in the 
regular army, Company M, Infantry, as a 
musician, in April, 1899, and went from San 
Francisco to Manila, where he was ior 
more than a year. 

In July, 1990, he was ordered to China 
with his regiment, the Fourteenth, which 
rushed in and occupied a part of the Chi- 
nese fort at Yang Thsun, where the Rus-

sians fired on them by mistake. 
Twenty-five per cent of the regiment was 
killed outright. 
Kemper received a severe gunshot wound 
in the head during that battle. This was 


followed by acute meningitis, which caused

Kemper’s body was shipped home and 
reached there Noy. 28, 1900, and was buried 
near Prairie City, on the farm on which 
he was born.

N the way to Santiago we passed

the country. I also went as witness to 


Morro Castle 
While at Morro I visited the battle ground 


at San Juan Hill, and gathered a number 
of curlosities which I will send later. Every 
one of them is genuine. One is the old 
Spanish brass key used to lock up Lieut. 
Hobson every night while he was a pris- 
oner. I got it from the prison warden. 

After leaving Morro I was sent out on de- 

tached service, making maps of roads, riv- 
ers, towns, villages, mountains, etc. Then 
we went on a dispatch trip that was a rec- 
ord-breaker. The detachment consisted of a 
second licutenant, myself, acting first ser- 
geant, three sergeants, four corporals and 
30 privates. We marched 375 miles in 14% 
days. 
We first went west to a town called Pal- 
maro, and then south across a mountain 
range 2500 feet high to El Cobra. This town 
is visited by pilgrims from all parts of 
Cuba, who worship at the shrine of the 
*‘Miraculous Virgin.”’ 

The Virgin is about 13 inches tall, and Is 
protected by a glass-covered . box. ‘ashe 
image is said to be made of material which 
is neither iron nor any other metal or min- 
eral, nor any kind of wood. This mystery 
about the material is what gives the name 
to the image. Rich and poor alike deposit 
money and jewels before the shrine, and 
expect in return to be cured of all bodily 
infirmities. 

From El Cobra we marched to Assidora, 
on a crazy river that disappears into the 
ground, and from there to Guama, where 
one of the largest copper mines In the world 
is located. Hundreds of laborers are at 
work building a railroad to this mine, and 
a great pier which extends half a mile out 
into the ocean so that the largest vessels 
may be loaded from the cars. 

We then retraced our steps and camped 
on Luis Creek. From there we recrossed 
the mountain range by a different route. 
This occupied three days, and we went more 
than feet above sea level. We were 
the first mounted party, Cuban, Spanish or 
American, to make that crossing in 
years. We had good horses, and were fol- 
lowed by 50 pack mules with our bagguge. 
The trip was made to test the endurance 
of the men and herses, and to show the na- 
tives that it would be very foolish on their 
part to create any disturbance on the is- 
land. We can not only outmarch them, but 
can endure twice as much hardship when 
necessary. 

The first day out it rained continually, 
and of the 28 miles traveled we walked 19, 
leading our horses over the worst-looking

So far has the science of lock-picking ad- 
vanced that no ordinary lock will resist the 
attempts of the gentlemen of the skeleton 
key 

Edgar Poe made the statement that one 
human intellect could not invent a prob- 
lem which no other human intellect could 
solve. So the supposed triumphs of the safe 
makers and lock manufacturers are for- 
ever mecting with fallure. 

The lock-pickers are as industrious as 
the lock-makers. 

The elaborate safe of the time-lock va- 
riety is supposed to be the most difficult for 
the expert lock-picker to open. There are 
many skilled burglars, however, who are 
able to open the doors of these safes with- 
out employing dynamite bombs or other 
explosives. 

By listening attentively to the revolution 
of the wheels within the safe door a 
skilled mechanic may judge just where 
each set of tumblers should fall. 

Then, by pausing and letting each tumb- 
ler drop into position, he is enabled’ to 
manage even the time-lock so that it will 
yield to his deft manipulations. That these 
locks are easily opened is attested fre- 
quently by firms who have to send for 
locksmiths to open time-locks which have 
become deranged. 

The opening is done by employing much 
patience and quickness of hearing pos- 
sessed by all persons skilled in lock opening 

It ia seldom necessary to blow a time- 
lock open with dynamite. Only very dell- 
cate, careful handling of the opening me- 
chanism is necessary. 

This statement also applies to safes of the 
ordinary combination variety. The skilled 
locksmith or burglar simply listens to the 
falling of the tumblers into and out of 
their places By ascertaining the position 
of each tumbler he may so adjust the com- 
bination as to raise the entire set at once. 

A good locksmith, of course, makes an 
excellent professional burglar. Among pro- 
fessional burglars today are some skilled 
locksmiths who once pursued an honorable 
calling. They became so adept in opening 
locks in the ordinary way of business that 
they finally decided to open those which 
were not intended to be opened save in the 
regular way. 

Usually it is much more difficult to open 
the lock of an ordinary door than it is to 
open a safe. It is thought by many persons 
that it is difficult for a lock-picker on the 
Outaide of a door to open a lock tn which 
the key has been left on the opposite side. 

As a matter of fact it is more easy 
open a lock with the key In it than 
from which the key has been removed,

A clever device to prevent the opening of 


door in this manner was invented years 
ago by a Mrs. Hopkins of Middleton, Conn. 
She placed a ordinary harpin over the door 
handle just above the key. The ends of the 
hairpin went down through the handle of 
the key, thus preventing the key from being 
turned in the lock. 

A burglar operating from the outside 
would find that his clever pliers were of 
no avail against Mrs. Hopkins’ hairpin. If 
it were sufficiently strong the key could 
not be turned. 

Mrs. Hopkins’ hairpin ultimately gave 
way to a patented “‘burglar-proof”’ device, 
which greatly resembled the original hair- 
pin only it was very much stronger. Th'‘s

Mortise locks are found on most of the 
large office buildings, and on the outer 
doors of the better class of residences. 

Night latches are another species of lock 
which the skilled burglar has some diff- 
culty in persuading to open. The bevelled 
end of the bolt of the night latch enters the 
woodwork in such a way that it may, how- 
ever, be forced back by a thin, flat plece of 
steel. Sometimes a knife blade will serve 
the purpose.

N the matter of postage stamps, it is 
estimated that on an average every 
man, woman and child in the United 

Btates will use 53 postage stamps during 
the year 1900, 40 of them being of the pop- 
wlar 2-cent denomination. The total num- 
ber consumed will be over 4,000,000,000, and 
nearly 1,000,000,000 of these will be of the 
l-cent variety. One person out of every 10 
will aend a special delivery letter in the 
couree of the present year. 

The first process in the manufacture of 
stamps at the money mill is to count the 
sheets of blank paper, which are purchased 
by contract. This work is done by women, 
who, indeed, perform most of the labor in 
the bureau of engraving and printing 
aimply because they have proved them- 
Selves more capable than men for business 
of this description.

LENTEN 


TEMPTING AND 


ILE use of fish increases as the spring 
4 approaches not only among those 

who observe Lent, but among those 
upon whom the heavy winter dishes begin 
to pall. In nothing that comes to the table 
can a wider variety be obtained than in 
fish and their sauces, for the kinds to be 
found in the markets are many, and the 
variations to which sauces lend themselves 
are almost endless. 

Great care should be taken in the selec- 
tion. Full eyes and firm flesh indicate fresh- 
ness, as also do red (not brown or liver 
colored) gills. Fish may be kept on ice 
without injury to it, but once warm, noth- 
ing will restore its flavor. 

The habit of boning fish before it tIs 
cooked is an affront to all fish lovers, as 
the process mutilates the flesh, and the 
juices are in consequence wasted, and the 
flesh left dry and tasteless. Fish should be 
washed in cold water before it is cut, and 
should never be allowed to soak, the same 
precaution to preserve the juices being as 
necessary as in meats. 

Nearly any but a bluefish or salmon may 
broiled. Those are at their best boiled, 
in the case of the former, baked. For 
broiling, the fish should be split down the 
hack, so as to He flat on the broiler. Oll 
the broiler with salt pork or butter to pre- 


be 
or, 


‘vent sticking, and turn the flesh side to the 


fire first, browning the skin side last. Some 
cooks, if the fish is thick, brown it In the 
broiler over the coals or gas, and place it 
in the oven afterward to cook through. 


Brushing the fish with butter before brolil- 
ing does not improve the flavor and causes 


it to burn more easily. 


A maitre d'hotel sauce fs the best for 
broiled fish. To make it, cream two table- 
spoonfuls of butter, and season with salt, 
chopped parsley and lemon juice. 
Blend these thoroughly and spread _ the 
on the fish. Parsley or cress and 
slices of lemon always make a suitable gar- 
nish for fish, however it may be cooked. 

A baking sheet is almost a necessity for 
baking, because the fish can be made to 
slide from it to the platter without break- 
For baking, a fish from four to seven 
In or- 
der to brown it evenly on all sides, if it Is 
stuffed, it is well to draw a cord through 
the head, middle and tall, and draw it Into 
the shape of a letter S. In this form it will 
stand on the*pan and leave both sides ex- 
poaeen to the heat.

a dressing of rolled bread or cracker 
crumbs; mix with them one tablespoonful 
of chopped pork, or the same amount of 
butter, salt, pepper, a little powdered sage, 
and moisten slightly with cold water. #as- 
ten the opening with which it ts filled with 
skewer. Then draw strips of salt pork 
across the top of the fish through gashes 
made for the purpose. Cover the bottom ef 
the pan with hot water, place the fish in yu, 
and dredge it with flour seasoned with sait 
and pepper. As soon as the flour brow 

baste the fish at tntervals of 10 minutes u 

til it is done. A moderately quick oven is 
best for the purpose, and about fifteen min- 
utes for every pound will be required. Hol- 
landaise, tartare and tomato sauces are the 
most popular for baked fish. ‘ 

A court boulllon is better for fish bolling 
than water, because it adds much to t 
flavor of the flesh. To make this, put into 
three quarts of water a small sliced onion, 
a stalk of celery, two slices of carrots, a 
dozen peppercorns, two small bay leaves, 
two or three tablespoonfuls of vinegar, two 
tablespoonfuls of salt and two sprigs of 
parsley. Boil ijn the fish kettle for half an 
hour, and then add the fish and let it sim- 
mer slowly until done. A five or six pound 
fish will need from thirty to forty minutes. 

An excellent sauce for this is made of 
equal parts of the court bouillon and milk 
or cream. This is thickened with a roux of 
butter and flour, and just before pouring 
it over the fish chopped hard boiled eggs 
and parsley are added, or if they are 
wanted, capers, chopped pickle, lobster 
coral and shrimps. Fried oysters are ex- 
cellent to serve with boiled fish as a border, 
and shrimp and oyster sauces are both 
suitable. 

Small fish and some delicate white ones 
are best fried. For this purpose they should 
always be rolled in flour which has been 
seasoned with salt and pepper. Smelts and 
some other small fish should be dipped fn 
beaten egg or milk, and then rolled tn bread 
or cracker crumbs. Some of the smal! fish, 
such as smelts, are sometimes varied in ap- 
pearance by fastening the head and tall of 
each together with a toothpick, the latter 
being removed after the fish ts fried. These 
rings are arranged around mounds of riced 
potato, etc. 

Deep fat is best for frying fish, and it 
should be at the blue smoke stage when 
they are put it. For fried fish, an acid 
sauce, as sa‘ice tartare, piquant, etc, is

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A BOXING MATCH WITH THE FINGERS. 


Here is an absolute novelty in the way of “cut-out” figures, pre- 
sented by the Funny Side to its readers. 

The Governor of Ohio. backed up by the Supreme Court, has pretty 
effectually prevented James J. Jeffries and Gus Ruhblin from boxing for 
the championship in that State, and there seems little chance of their 
meeting anywhere. But while the two burly men are hunting for a place 
where they can “put on ,the gloves,” you can have them meet “to a 
finish" anywhere you please and still be within the law. 

All you have to do is this: 

First, paste the two large figures, Ruhlin and Jeffries, on heavy card 
board and then cut them out, making a hole in each where indicated for 
their “arms.”

Now, taking Ruhblin in your right hand, with his back toward you, 
pass the index finger of the left hand (figure 1) through the armhole 
from behind.
